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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) l-52and 62-64, drawn to methods of least squared analysis of 
biological condition data and expression data and apparatus therefor. 

Group 2, claim(s) claims, drawn to 53-61 drawn to an apparatus for measuring gene 
expression. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The two groups are drawn to independent subject 
matter that does not have common limitations. Group 1 is drawn to analysis of expression data 
while group 2 is drawn to an apparatus that measures expression data of specific genes. 

3. In addition, Group 2 detailed above reads on distinct Groups drawn to different 
sequences. The sequences are distinct because they are unrelated sequences that do not share a 
common property or activity, and do not have a common structural element that is essential to a 
common property or activity (see the PCT International Search and Preliminary Examination 
Guidelines (accessible at www.wipo.int/pct/en/texts/gdlines.htm) at paragraphs 10.17 and 10.52- 
10.59), and a further lack of unity is applied to Group 2. The Applicants must further elect one 
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sequence or combination of sequences for examination in the elected Group detailed above. 
Payment of fees for an additional invention will entitle the Applicants to examination of one 
additional sequence.
